Before assuming the role of Executive Director 
ortho Student Activities Center, Tim Miller attended 
James Madison University us an undergraduate and 
completed majors in political sc ience and criminal justice. 
The young man then continued to work til the university 
until he decided it was time to gel his master's degree. 

Me continued his studies at Janies Madison, eventually 
receiving a master's in education. Soon after. Milieu* went 
to work at the University of South Carolina’s community 
service office until February 2002 when he began his work 
at tiW’s Office of Community Service. 

“I had no idea what J wanted to do when I was little. 
I thought I was going to he in the FBI. I took a career lest, 
and it said that I was going to be a park i -anger," said Miller. 

Although park ranger did not prove to he his 
calling. Miller lias always enjoyed the outdoors and the. 
educational opportunities it could offer. To tins end, the 
SAC Executive Director has played an instrumental role in 
the GW Trails program and has even taught a few classes 
on the subject at GW, including “Introduction to Outdoor 
Education*" where, among other things, students can learn 
how to use a compass properly. Miller has also led a weekly 
hiking class. 

"We Inked everywhere. There were two weekend 
trips where we drove a few hours, and the rest was in 
DC. Places [where we hiked | included Rock Creek Park, 

\ Ming! on National Cemetery, ami the monuments. People 
said that they hail never been to the Lincoln Memorial, and 
it amazed me, I wanted students to see why they came to 



DC," explained Miller. 

The two classes that he taught were part of the GW 
Trails program. Beyond his involvement in tins endeavor, 
Miller also served as advisor to the largest and most important 
organizations on campus including the Student Association, 
Program Board, Class Council, and The GW Hatchet., 

Miller has enjoyed his job mainly because he 
has gotten to come to college every day for the* last five 
years. His capacity has allowed him to talk to students and 
spend a great deal of time with them, which makes hirn 
excited to come to work. Each day as e-mails flood in from 
students asking for five minutes of his time, the one-on- 
one interactions would often turn into hours and hours of 
talking about academic work, family, and friends, 

“My bad days are better than most people's good 
days," said Miller. 

After five years at GW, he was very proud of the 
progress he had made thus far as student involvement 
had nourished during his tenure. Although SAC was 
responsible for overseeing the efforts of nearly 400 student 
organizations this year, the office’s staff still handled the 
deluge of groups with grace, despite having the capacity to 
handle only about 350 such entities. 

Miller admitted that when he started at GW his 
was a goal was to stay for five to seven years. As this year 
marked his fifth at the university and the longest period 
that he has ever been with the same employer, he was stilt 
happy with his job and excited about conquering some of 
the challenges that still lie before him.

In preparation for" ihe academic' year, members 
of the SA gave out i-shirts and other promotional 
items ai Colonial Inauguration. IT i is was an effort to 
educate incoming freshmen about the services ihe 
student governing body offered. The I louse 1 of IToshmen 
programs, run In \iek i VAddario, coni inued and 
strengthened ibis initiative once first -year students arrived 
at GW. 

In order to promote a healthier and safer 
undergraduate population, the SA promoted ihe 
availability of free I M \ tesling al Student Health Services 
and placed condoms in i he* lobby of each residence hall. 
They also set out to make testing for sexually transmitted 
diseases free in ihe future by forging partnerships with 
health clinics throughout the DC area. 

Tile SA also made ii a point to support Campaign 
CjU. Campaign G\\ became the S/Vs largest and loudest 
issue this year. Using “Grow l p, Not Out” as a rallying 
slogan, the plan centered on finding ihe best way to 
improve campus through the development of Square 54, 
the site of the old GW Hospital. 

“(We believe) it is important for students to see 
the GW logo when they walk down the street,” said Kirk 
Haldeman, chief of staff for the executive branch of the SA. 

To achieve this, Campaign GW rallied students 
together to voice their opinion in front of the DC Zoning 
Commission on September 14. 21. 25, and 28, 2006. 

By taking precautions yet still testing boundaries, 
the results achieved by the SA made for a very positive year.

The Student Association Senate wa- 
composed of 35 members who represented 
undergraduate and graduate school within the 
university. Overseen by Josh Laskv, executive vice 
president, senators served on different committee; 
topics included university life, student life, 
academic affairs, and finance. 

The Senate's goal was to be more 
productive and more responsive to the needs of 
all students. One of the first issues that the group 
tackled was the student ticketing policy for home 
basketball games, which university administrator* 
sought to revise before the season betjan, In the 
end it was decided that colonial a rim would lose 
their privileged seating, however, the student body 
would still receive free admission to all of the 
basketball games on a first come, first serve hasi*. 

Student Life and Academic Committees 
worked to improve educational pursuits at GW. 

"They helped explore the possibility of the ’4 \ 4 
Plan.'* This would mean students would take lour 
classes at four credits each. 

Dan Bernstein, Columbian College senator, 
believed that the S \ needed to suave to create a 



balance between student life and academics. 

"|1 want to] improve academic advising 
through the medium of fixing how students choose 
their classes... the university must accommodate 
the interest of the students," 

To help achieve these ends, senators 
proposed an online database that would or ganize 
the credits a student has earned and the credit* he 
or she needs in order to graduate. Tin* S \ believed 
1 hat such a system would alleviate work and sires* 



for undergraduate advisors and would footer a better 
understanding of what classes should he taken.

A concern that weighed heavily on the minds 
of the (hiss of 2007 T upon graduation, was applications. 
Whether graduates were applying for jobs or- completing 
applications for graduate 1 and law schools, this year’s 
graduating class shared ihat common bond. However 
senior Robert Snowherger did not wait until graduation 
loomed, choosing instead to apply himself since the start 
of his IVeshmau year. 

Snowherger was the Battalion Commander for The 
George Washington University’s Naval Reserve Officers 
r I raining Corps, or NROTC, this year. Upon graduation, 
he was set to become an ensign in the United Stales Navy, 
guaranteeing him a job for the next four years. 

As the title would suggest, the program began in 
1984 as a way to train young students for active roles in 
military leadership. 

“The whole idea is to train you to be an officer.” 
said Snowherger. You’re always thinking about what the 
best way is to lead your guvs.” 

As Battalion Commander, over 150 NROTC 
members were under Snowberger's command ibis year. 
The various engagements required of the battalion, in 
exchange for the Navy's providing of tuition, money for 
books, and a weekly stipend, included drills, naval science 
classes, and the over-popular early morning physical 
training, or “RT.” 

‘The one thing about NROTC is that it teaches von 
how It) bo a morning person," said Snowherger "I wasn't 
one in high school, but things have definitely changed." 

YY nh a si\ o'clock start time, and plenty of 



strenuous physical activity, early morning RT. doesn't 
leave Snowherger or bis colleagues much time to relax 
with a morning coffee. Despite the sit-ups at sun-up, 
members of the GW NROTC found the leadership 
experience, knowledge, and structure it provided them 
with to be invaluable. 

"I don't know where I’d be academically without 
the structure NROTC provided.” said Snowherger. "You 
get a tutor and people are constantly looking out for you 
like second parents.” 

In addition to the physical demands of NROTC. 
there are course requirements, necessary for completion 
of the program. Naval science (‘lasses, including those 
covering navigation, weapons, and a course in “Leadership 
and Management," taught by Captain Brian Cawne. were all 
required. The classes yvere offered exclusively in members 
of the program and were all taught by naval officers. 

Despite being members of a military, Snow herger 
admits that the college lifestyle is not completely removed 
from NROTC members, but there still is one rrincal 
difference between Ins comrades and typical G\\ students, 

“We're all going to be 22-year old lenders when we 
graduate.” said Snowherger. "We’re basically going from 
drinking in Georgetown to leading a group of 28, possibly 
into combat . That’s sobering.” 

While most ofhis classmates from the class of 
2007 were getting ready to send out their applications. 
Siam herger yvas gening ready to bay ing 28 men address 
him as “sir."

CT: W hat do you do while* working for the Department of Justice? 
IJ: Right now, Tm the principle deputy chief in the Asset 
Forfeiture and Money laundering sect ion* Radically, what we 
try to do is take the profit out of crime, so that when criminals 
make money from criminal activity, we try lo lake it away from 
them u sii i g o ui ' a s set ft jrfei t u 1 e 1 a w s . Wi * focus on financial 
investigations: tracing the money people make, tracing die assets, 
finding out where they've gone, and trying to use our forfeiture 
laws to take them hack. We make sure 1 the cr iminals get them 
back to the government or the victims of the crime, 

CT: How do you incorporate the work that you do at the 
Department of Justice into your teaching at GW? Does it go 
the other way around: does leaching criminal law and criminal 
justice at GW help you in anyway with your work at the 
D e [7a rt m e: n t of Just i ce ? 

LJ; Its a great balance because working in the Department of 
Justice and being actively involved in rases and issues allow s me 
to bring an extra dimension to the class. I am involved in what's 
going on with the law and very ufHo-date with what is going on 
[at the Department). On the other hand* the teaching aspect,

my job, the basic purpose of our criminal laws, how lhe\ were 
developed and drafted, and how our legal system wor ks.

CT: Throughout your years at the Department 
of Justice and at GW, have you ever been faced 
with an ethical dilemma in either' environment 
that you believe you were able to handle 
appropriately because of your experience 
working at I ho Department of Just ice of because 
of your experience teac hing at GW? 

I J: I am constantly faced with ethical issues, 
and they have been eases where students come 
In me with problems or issues. Another aspect 
ol it is I have two hoys who are now teenagers: 
dealing w ith the students and raising [myj kids 
has also helped me to get smother perspective 
on it. Parsing my kids while watching the college 
students deal with problems and issues that come up has also 
helped me to become a better parent and a belter professor. As 
a professor, you're faced w ith ethical situations in grading: it s 




an individual is a similar situation to dealing w ith criminals. \s a 
prosecutor, you want to enfoire the law, and you want people in 
pas for 1 heir crimes* \et, as you look at people as individuals, vnu 
realize flies re not had people in mam 
cases: they're people who took the wrong 
path for a variety of reasons. So, those 
kinds of issues - grading, sentencing, 
prosecuting - all dealing w ith people, is an 
issue that 1 often deal with. 

(T: What advice do you have for 
graduating senior's pursuing careers in 
sociology and criminal justice? 

1 Jr I found during my carter as a 
professor that it Mill does all come down to 
people. I i ties s you have an extraordinary 
resume, it's really important to establish 
contacts and networks. 'Dial's how sou ran 
make sour was forward, Ym at the point 
now w here I’ve had some of my or iginal students that I se seen go 
to law school and seek legal careers. Fve been able to help some 
of them, and I've gotten a lot of pleasure out of that. So, obviousK, 
work hard, participate, and get to know your professor*. I think 
dim s one of my regrets from when 1 went to college: I wasn't as 
engaged as I probably should have been and didn't make an effort 
to gel to know my professors. I think that those students who make 
an effort to get to know their professors, ask questions, and talk 
to me are the ones I w ill remember and be in die beM position to 
help. So, really take advantage of die resources ;md take advantage 
of networking opportunities. One of the things l like to einphuM/e 
to the students is the central role of law in nursncieis: widmu! 
an efficient and honest legal system, our sociotv would lie ven 
different. People in this country tend to take it for granted and 
often resent various laws and law enfimvinen!. hut, without law> 
and law enfoiveinent. we would not be five to etijov our lives safe 
from harm by others* V\ bile our system is not perftHi. wit I tout it. 
life would tun be worth living.

Cherry Tree: What first brought you to GW?

CT: On what areas of marketing do you primarily focus? 

VP: Consumer Behavior, which is one of the courses that 
1 teach, and, in particular, I am interested in consumer 
financial decisions, human decision making, with a little Ini 
of public policy and social market ing also. 

CT; What made you choose those areas? 

VP: I started out working in economics, and I was interested 
in the decisions that consumers made but never really felt 
like economics did a fair job of characterizing wlial real 
people did. So. thaTs how I got interested in the psychology 
of it, which is part ofwlial they do in marketing. 



CT: I understand you have conducted a lot of research in the 
past. Can you tell me what your most recent work is about? 

\ P: My most recent published article has to do w ith psychology 
and credit history of consumers, and. basically, it shows that the 
wav people feel about their ability to control what happens in 
the world actually ends up affecting how they pay their hilts. 





CT: That sounds very interesting. You have also been the 
recipient of mam prestigious teacliing and n ^ean h awards 
Can you tell me what your latest recognition ha> been and 
what these accolades have meant to you? 

VP: Last veai \ 2006. I won a Teaching Excellence VwanL 
w hich is a new aw ard in the School of Business. I he other 
person who won the award was Lise I Biddle, who fa on the 
faculty in International Business, and -he and I started m 
the same year here, so that made it really special— one, 
because it was a new award, but. run, because she > 
awesome! Being able to be compared to her [fa] in and 
of itself a great kind of honor. It’s also an honor to be 
recognized by students and faculty for teaching because 
teaching is really why 1 like my job. I mean, that's w hat 
1 really come here to do. Research is fun too, but 1 did 
research before I joined the faculty, so that's not new to 
me, but the teaching part - that's the part of the job that I 
really love the most, so it's nice to be recognized for what 
you love to do. Teaching here has really been excellent. 





Someone asked me yesterday, "If I had to choose again, 
would y ou leav e y our corporate job and come here?*’ and 1 
said. “Absolutely.” 



CT: As someone who spent many years studying 
marketing, is there a current campaign that grabs ynur 
attention? 

YP: Oh sure! My students will tell you how much l love 
ihe GEICO ads with l lie cavemen, I absolutely think it fa 
perfectly executed modern advertising. They crack me tip! 



CT: What advice do you have for graduating seniors 
pursuing careers in business administration nr markeiim:? 
YP: Well. ( often share with students that it is helpful 
nowaday s to broaden y our horizons. You get some really 
great tools as a business major, but you don’t have in 
use them in the classic kinds of organizations. L\ery 
organization does marketing, so think about the kinds 
of industries that y ou are interested in and try to apply 
those tools to that and don't let the label “marketing" or 
"accounting'' nr "finance* make you think that there are 
only a few options for you.

Chern Tree: W hat 
brought you to teach ai 
GW? 

Sean Ad ay; Well, a 
couple of livings. First 
of all, on the one hand, 
the} offered me a job 
and, in that market, that 
was a big deal. Also, 

I didn't apply to that 
many places because 
1 u anted to stay in 
Washington or go to the 
west coast, Fm from the 
west coast, and my wife's from the west coast, My wife 
works in politics, mi. at the time, she was a chief of staff 
on the hill, and now she's a public policy director. So, we 
knew we either wanted to stay here or [move] back home. 

1 applied m American and GW and got the offer at GW . 1 
liked the program here and the people here. Because of 
m\ background, having a journalism desree and a Ph.D. in 
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Political Communication, I liked ihe fad lhat 1 could leach 
journalism students and political communication students; 
this is real!} the only place in the country I could do that— at 
least in this way. So sortie of the faculty that were here: 

Si even Uvingson, Jarol Manheim, obviously, Chris Sterling, 
and jean Folkeris, al the lime. So, some pretty prominonl 
faculty and simir really good former journalists like Al 
May. and then since then the department’s even gotten 
belter. Obviously, Bob Enlman is a huge coup for us, Mark 
Foklstcin on the journalism side, and Kim Gross, who was 
hired with me. So, it's an even better department than 
when 1 came here hut that s because iFs in Washington and 
it's a good department, I didn’t want to just go anywhere. 



CT: For how many 
years have you been 
here at GW? 

SA: I started in the 
fall of 2000, so that 
whole time, 1 just got 
tenure Iasi year. 

CT: Congratulations! 
W hat is your favorite 
aspect of teaching al 
GW? 

SA: Well. I’d have 
to say certainly the 
students. One of the 
things that attracted 
me to GW is that, 
when I asked around 
to other faculty 
members here or 
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faculty members at other area places at various 
schools one of the things that 1 kept hearing 
was how good the students are, particularly in 
this department, and that, in the journalism 
program, the communication students were 
really highly regarded; they have to apply to get 
in and all that sort of thing. So, the students 
attracted me to the department. Since I’ve 
gotten here, I’ve been really pleased with their 
level of discussion in my classes. I sometimes 
teach big classes, like right now I’m teaching 
SMPA 50, which has about 140 people, and 
[the students are] not just SMPA students. 

Actually, it's almost entirely non-SMPA, and it’s 
great discussion. So, I’ve been really excited 
about that. The political discussion when I teach 
Campaigns and Elections is great. I think that 
having students, for me, given my research 
interest in American politics and in American 
foreign policy, is particularly interesting. Each year, the 
students are so politically motivated; it’s one of the reasons 
they come to GW, here in D.C., so, there's a really good 
give and take there. 



CT: I read that you were head of something 
called die "Student Voices" project. Can you 
tell me about it and your involvement in it? 

SA: "Student Voices" was a project that 
was funded by the Annenberg Public Policy 
Center and the Pew Foundation, ft was a 
civic education project in Washington, D.C., 
and we did it from 2000—2001, really— until 
just last year. It was a great project that 
aimed to get high school seniors and juniors 
more political activated. The idea was if you 
could get students to feel like they are part 
of the polit ical process, then they would 
vote in their first election when they turn 
IS, and if they vote in their first election, 
they usually vote their whole life and that's what [the Student 
Voices team was| trying to do. 




CT: Who inspires your work today? 

SA: Well* I think in both journalism and politics, the people 
that most inspire me personal!) are people that know what 
they believe in and also are willing to stand by 
these convictions when it's not easy, especially 
when they are doing so on behalf of people 
who are less fortunate titan they are. One 
of the most important influences within the 
last few years was Senator Paul W ell stone 
of Minnesota, who my daughter, Paulina, is 
named after. People like that that are willing 
to take difficult stands in the middle of 
elections instead of doing what's easy. 

CT: What advice do you have for graduating 
seniors who are interested in pursuing 
careers in the media, public affairs* 
communication, or politics? 

SA: Well, one of the things l try and do in my 
classes is that t try to raise a lot or ethical issues for both 
journalists and people that are going into politics or public' 
affair s. One of the reasons why I really emphasize that is 
because, at the end of the day, all y ou really have is your 
integrity, and I think it's very easy in politics to sacrifice that 
just to win an election or to get something done quickly and 
expediently. In journalism* I think it's easy to just do what 
everybody else is doing and not be aggressive. 1 think in both 
eases, in journalism and politics, it's of the utmost importance 
that people know what they believe in. and that they hold 
people accountable and that they hold themselves accountable. 
That's not always easy to do. Its easy to think about when 
you're in college, luit it's much more difficult to do when you 
get out of college, and you enter the real world when' things 
are complex. Integrity is never complex to me* How you 
deal with that may be sometimes. The circumstances vnu 
encounter [may be] complex, but how you actually behave and 
do the right thing— that's really not difficult.

Kerric Harvey: \ job. That's the short answer. The real 
answer is the same tiling that J think brings much of our 
student population to GW: 1 wanted to change the world, 
and I wanted to do il through both my media work— I 

come out of 
ei production 
background 
u it h film and 
television, and, 
increasingly 
radio— and 
also through 
my teaching. 

My family was 
still here ] in 
W ash in gt on, 

DC] , 1 thought 
it would be an 
interesting thing 
to come back 
as an adult in 
my thirties and 
see how much 
lias changed 
since I was a 
new adult in my 
twenties. So. 
they were here 
and that was an 
emotional draw, 
hut I also was. and to some degree still am, very excited by 
Washington as a world center. It's changed dramatically, 
not just post-9 1 1. I’ve had the opportunity to watch 30 
\ears now of DU evolution, and it started changing long 
before this administration and long before terrorism 
and perceptions of terrorism began to occupy the public 
imagination in a different way than it had previously. I 
still find Washington to he a unique location among world 




capitals, and I spend u lot of time in world capitals— 
London, Dublin, and Parts are regular stopovers for the 
kind of work that 1 do— and Washington’s right up there. 

So, what brought me to DC was DC itself and all that it 
offers and nil t hat it demands, 

CT: \s a visual anthropologist, playwright, someone with 
a production background, and a professor in the School of 
Media and Public Affairs, how do you manage to intertwine 
all of these different aspects of your life into each piece? 
k 1 1 : ( \) I don't sleep. (B) 1 am naturally, for my sins, as 
they say in Ireland, I am naturally a Renaissance person. 
Perhaps it’s a combination of my training in anthropology 
and iin creative work in the media industry, but they hmh 
require* you to do two I liings simultaneously: [he| alert to 
cues you receive from t lie people and enviroiimeul s around 
you because you 1 re going to have to (A) unfold them for 
what then might mean, or (B) replicate them as a character 
some clay, and you have to he able lo connect the dots. I 
iliink I am that way naturally; 1 connect dots naturally. I see 
links h el ween concepts, events, and people. I actually can't 
turn that off; fve tried to do that several times so I can gel 
some sleep, (Imt] it’s never worked. My choice of a career 
and the training Fve received in order to pursue that career- 
only amplified the natural instincts, and the way that 1 bring 
the four different aspects of sell together in all of those four 
different aspects of work is without thinking. Quite honesily, 
it\ intuitive on the one hand and then dim ugh some 
intentional work on the other hand. 

CT: I understand that you have large body of published 
work. Can you tell me about your latest piece? 

KH; The latest book wasn't too recent, I am si ill producing 
both intellectual work and published work, hut I am 
producing it in a different way. \fter twelve years of 
trying to change the world by group policy and research. 

] am starting to bring some of my individual passions |hy| 
addressing the exact same issues 1 do in my academic 
writing but through the arts. So, I went through u phase of 
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about five years where 1 went back to writing feature film 
and .stage 1 heater, and jl| have segwayed to two places 
from that— two very exciting places. The work V m doing 
right now is primarily helping other folks and examining 
the question of “How do we, if we have to, reinvent the 
notion of the documentary in an era where 130 million 
Americans have cell phones that take video?” That's an 
entirely different take on the question of new media. The 
screen is now one inch by one inch; we're not doing a 
lot of western landscapes on that screen, so what are we 
doing? Were taking shots of the London Underground 
blowing up. We're taking shots of what really happens 
when we execute people like Saddam Hussein. How do 
we approach that intelligently? Humanely? Connectively? 
What role does the university have with that? That's 
one of the things I'm doing. There's nothing published 
on that yet, [but] I’m working on a hook that I hope will 
be out in a couple of years. I’ve got two chapters written 
that grow directly out of original research that I’ve done 
and presented internationally. So, I haven’t published 
any books since Eden Online: Reinventing Humanity in a 
Technological Universe, hut I have had 18 or 1 19 theatrical 
productions [ published |. I just got word a lew days ago 
that [my] original political satire on air travel in the posi- 
PATRIOT Act era has made it to the semi-finalist round 
at a | competition] called First Si age. 

CT: What advice do you have for graduating seniors who 
are passionate about many different areas and want to 
pursue them all? 

Kll: My first tiling is not a piece of advice: it is a 
reassurance: The world is a better place for your 
presence. People with multiple passions contribute 
something different, but [something that is| un less 





important than people who are born to a mission and 
pursue that all their lives. There’s not just room in 
the room for both; there's absolute screaming, crying, 
critical need for both. So, iny first utterance to them is 
a reassurance and a “thank you." not advice. In terms of 
advice, as someone who fits that profile, what I would snv 
to them is learn to get along on very little sleep, learn to 
“coat switch”— which is a term from anthropology which 
basically means one employs the conceptual vocabulary 
appropriate to the context in which you find yourself. 

So, when I am on a film set, I use a whole different lingo 
than when 1 am in a faculty meeting and sometimes I am 
talking about exactly the same thing. So, learn to coat 
switch and don't feel badly about it. \h second piece 
oT advice is that you can pretty much do whatever you 
want and you can pret I v much do everything \ou want 
hut not necessarily all at the same time. I am not b\ 
nature patient, but 1 am dogged and what l have learned 
is [that], in the course of a normal lifetime, there is 
enough time to follow multiple passions. The mot e vou 
can find ways to bring those passions together in the 
same context with mil sacrificing them, gutting them, or 
turning one or another into something ihe\ were not 
supposed to be. the more energy you have at the end of 
the day. Even if you cant do that, even if you can t build 
a career where three oui of your seven main passions are 
not just tolerated but rewarded, you can still cover those 
other passions, you just might have to approach them 
through different channels. Think how to accommodate 
all of those passions, [and] set a big table for the parts 
of yourself. It requires more than just thinking outside 
the box; ii requires thinking outside the square, but vou 
can do that because if you are the kind of person who 
has all sorts of passions, you are the kind of person who 
sees how things are connected and how they can he 
dissembled and rearranged as well. Don't let am of ii 
go, but think about timing and live a big life. If there's 
one thing 1 can sa\ to graduating seniors, whether ihev 
are mission-oriented people or the “renaissance person," 
is live a big life. Do it with your gut, if not with vour 
heart. That doesn’t necessarily mean [ilmt you should] 
do something stupid* but it means make room for all tin 
parts of you in y our own understanding of self. U\ kind 
of amazing how well the world responds to that 
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Corbin Lvday received his 
bachelor's degree in economics 
from The l imcrsity of 
California at Berkley. He then 
pursued a master's degree in 
Russian ami European studies 
from the l niversity of Michigan 
find returned to Berkley for 
his doctorate work iii political 
science. 

Cherry free: What brought you 
to GW? 

Corbin Lyday : I look advantage 
of a very quick and unexpected 
opening. Basically the Kilim 
School had a very quirk and 
sudden opening for a professor 

leaching a writing seminar focusing on post-Communist 
Eastern Europe. I was at the right place at the right time 
and took advantage of it* and Assistant Dean David Grier 
kindly said. “Please come. We'd love to have you teach the 
course*” so I started in the fall |of 2006]. 

CT: You've spent some time as a senior policy analyst whit 
the l idled Stales Vgenry for In ter national Development 
(l 'SAID), Can you tell us how your experience then 1 has 
shaped how you teach studenls here at GW? 

CL: I can't help hut give my own personal experiences 
when I teach the course, \s I did the course last semester* 
for example-,, I discovered that what 1 was bringing was 
my own personal experiences of actually how difficult the 
transition in democracy was in Eastern Europe and the 
insiders view of that process dealing with the European 
institutions, American assistance programs, the official 
version, the unofficial version, and how it was greeted 
in E astern Europe, f think the feedback that I gm from 
my students was that they very much appreciated that. 





People who are in ihis town and who leach a re... people 
with direct policy experience or have had a past policy 
background* and they bring those experiences right to the 
classroom, and I think that is what makes it a valuable 
experience for the students. 

CT: I low do you think teaching international affairs in a 
world capital like Washington, DC has changed how you 
educate your students? 

CL: Vi ihis [joint, I know enough. I didn't just Tall off the 
Christmas tree in Washington, DC; I’ve been I kmc lor 
about 13 or Hi years, and I also grew up here as a kid, so 
the city is very familiar to mo. Washington is absolutely an 
international capital and that makes me as a professor very 
sensitive to knowing who is in my Hass. I have, for example* 
this semester a couple of students who grew up in Eastern 
Europe who are not C.S, citizens who bring their personal 
experiences. Last semester, I had a Swedish woman in my 
class. I am very aware that who f teach is nol uniform: il 
is not mono-ethnic; it’s international. [Students), in some 
sense, bring [their] own experience but [they) remember 
| they 1 are speaking to a larger multicultural, very diver se 
audience. A lot of t hese people who I leach now, 1 know very 
well that, in five to ten years, |theyj are going to he future 
leaders* and l want them to have as broad as possible a 
perspective of world events as they possibly can. Washington 
is a pretty darn good place to do that. [ can’t think of many 
other places that have this kind of breadth and depth. There 
are a few cities in the world that might give Washington a 
run for its money, London would be one of them* in i errns 
of being a huge bustling commercial and political center, 
but Washington's a good place to go t n study international 
affairs. I don't know any other place like it. 

CT: As an adjunct professor* in what else are you currently 
involved outside of the GW setting? 






CL: I work as a consultant in the 
gove rnme n t a n f I rle rnoc ra cy-p romotion 
areas, mostly in programs having to 
do with good government and anti- 
corruption as they are developed by 
ISA ID, the State Department, the 
World Bank, and others and then 
applied in developing countries with 
emergi n g d emocracies . D eve 1 op me nt , 
right now, is going through an enormous 
series of internal introspection. [Doing 
consulting work outside in the field] 
is a very common profession for a lot 
of people who are adjunct professors. 

Governance is a really interesting area. 

| It is] the biggest, single most important 
area iri terms of poverty reduction, 
reduction of incidences of HIV, [and] 
dealing with different alliances. Often 
now, a lot of that is focused on making 
development money more effective. 

The only way to do that is to tackle 
Ion g-s t a n d i n g gove r n a n c e issues w h i cli 
have not really been tackled in the 
Way they could be. So, this is a really exciting field but 
also a very difficult one. How societies are ruled and how 
they govern themselves is probably the most important 
single variable in explaining how well off they are, how 
prosperous they are, how successful they are, and how 
integrated with other institutions in the world they are. it 
is not a trivial issue, and it is unclear how it is that western 
countries can communicate their governance experience 
to countries overseas. That's always been a really difficult 
question: “I low do you communicate and transfer your own 
knowledge, your own history, your ow n success and your 
own failures to countries so the) can become prosperous or 
avoid the worst mistakes that you've made?” 

CT: What advice do you have for graduates pursuing 
careers in international affairs in a city where such a career 
path is extreme!) competitive? 

Cl,: My number one [piece of advice] is earning your skill 
set s with you and making certain that they are portable. 
People w ho are hiring still value people w ho are good 
generalists and good thinkers, who can think holistically 
and who can think across different subject areas and 
different geographical areas. You may get a lot of pressure 
on one side to become a specialist in a given area or 
geographic areas but so much is changing so quickly so 1 
don't think that is great advice: l think that you need to 
si a> flexible. Someone told me recently that most people 
who are entering the workforce now will have three to four 
careers in their lifetime, not three to four jobs. The) may 
have two to three jobs in each career. That's an enormous 
transition! There's no wav that you ran he inflexible; 
there's no win that you eatvt adopt the attitude that you 
must take your skill sets— not in terms of a job or a career 
but in terms of how you think about things and how you 
see inleiTelaiionships— and promote that pan of yourself. 
Kvervbndv, ai least employers. likes to see tluu ability: they 
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like to see that kind of self-promotion. 
Thev don't want to see somebody claiming 
experience that's way above their age and 
competence level, but they are attracted 
to \ ounger people who can think broadly 
and who are interested and flexible. 

That's one thing. Something else too i- 
I think, and maybe this is old-fashioned 
advice, that it is important for people to 
be idealistic. Follow your passion. People 
say that all the time, but it i> true. Twenty, 
thirty, or forty y ears from how when you 
retire from your working life, you are not 
going to sit back in your chair and ^ay, Hi 
I only just closed one more business deal.” 
“‘If I'd only gone to work one more Sunday 
afternoon." or “If I'd only published one 
more article which only twelve people will 
read any way." Those aren't the questions 
that are going to come to you. The 
questions that are going to come to you 
are. “Did I follow my passions?” and “Did 
1 do what 1 wanted to do?" because, if 
you do that, the chances are that you are 
going to do very well in whatever u is that you do. Money 
is important; 1 absolutely recognize that. If you do what you 
love, I think that the money will follow, and the money will 
flow. Other than that, be willing to learn and to explore. 

You have the advantage of y oung age and persistence. 

Be flexible. Carry your skill sets. Be idealistic: don't lose 
that. Beyond that, I don't know what other advice to give. 

I think that in [terms of] international development, what 
I would counsel is. if you really want to get into this field 
more broadly, it may he that it is important to have your 
education in Washington and then get out of Washington. 

Go overseas. Go work for some overseas humanitarian 
relief organization or a non-governmental organization. 

Go actually volunteer and spend some time where you get 
to see how it is that people in emerging democracies and 
transitional economies are actually solving those problems. 

If you do that for a two-to-t lire e-year period of time and 
come hack to Washington, that is experience that people 
really, really like to see. Frankly, people would much rather 
that you have international experience— that you’ve actually 
lived in a country, you've seen it from the inside, and you 
know w hat those debates are. Then you come hack ben\ 
and you can apply those perspectives back to your own 
American experience. That would be another piece nt 
advice. And good luck!

CT: What are you going to miss most 
about working vvii h him? 

RC: Well, you know we go back 
literally 33 years at ihree institutions* 

We sta.r1.efl at Rosiort l niversitv in 
1975, and then the University of 
Hartford in 1977, and came here in 
1988; that’s a long lime to he working with someone* 

We have a very special relationship* It's a combination 
of relationships that make it so complex. He's been ms mentor 
all of those years, lie's been my boss* lie’s probably— I don't 
have a brother, and so he’s the closest person that I would 
describe to being an older brother. He and his wife Francine 
hove a special relationship with my wife and me. We spend a 
lot of lime together, we travel together, and we took a trip to 
Australia together, the four of us. 

h's the kind of relationship that over time has become 
complex* We don’t have to define it, it’s natural, and so we 
know what roles are being played out at (any] particular time 
without having to say anything about it. Once in a while in your 
life you're fortunate enough to have someone that is a special 
person to you, personally and professionally. 

Obviously, with him leaving I have a lot of mixed 
emotions. I mean it’s not like he's moving away from home, he's 
still going to teach here at GW, but you know I’m going to miss 
working wiih him. He's probably the person that ha** been most 
influential in my career— you can’t replace that.

People know their name and know who they are generally 
but they’re not necessarily a focus of attention, or a locus of 
controversy. My sense is that the next president, by contrast, is 
going (ft appear to he a lot more low-key* Rut 1 think any normal 
person by contrast would be [considered] a low-key person. 

I think you'll see that there are a lot of projects already 
on the drawing board that are going to improve classroom 
facilities. We’ve already committed to a science* engineering, 
and technology building, for example. We’ve already committed 
to another new residence hall, and we've already committed 
to replacing Pelham Hall at Mount Vernon. We have plans to 
expand the Marvin Center at some point, in terms of building 
over the theatre, up higher, so we can give more space to 
student organization use. 



CT: How are you feeling about next year, your new boss, and 
how things are going to change? 

RC: Vm making the assumption that it will be great. From 
what IVe heard of Steve Knapp, he’ll he a terrific president; 1 
just don't know him very well personally. I’ve only been in his 
company five times since he's been appointed, four times in 
group sessions and once in a private lunch he and I had. On 
the basis of five meetings iTs hard to draw am conclusions 
about whether our philosophies are in alignment and what his 
priorities are and how it fli> into what 1 do here. So I can't 
make a judgment except that to assume that things will be fine* 
and well see how it goe>. and take things one year at a time.

VVe have* initiatives that are already in place, the) won't 
occur during the Trachtenberg administration, they'll occur, in 
terms of act ually being available to students, during the Knapp 
administration, but 1 only use that illustratively to indicate that 
it s not necessar ily who the president is at the time who affects 
the students* existence at GW* 

Most of the students are affected more by the faculty, 
by the classroom, the administrators and directors at the 
professional level: the director of student activities, the director 
of housing, of financial aid. That’s what really affects people day 
in and day out. 

There will inevitably be changes in the vice presidential 
ranks, 1 mean it’s normal. In time Steve Knapp will want to have 
more of his own team in place, but then again a lot of us are 
gelling more into the twilight of our careers anyway* 

CT; Where do you see (he University in 5 or 10 years down the road? 
HC: Better' is such a relative term. Better, for most people, 
relates to the type of experience they individually have while the} 
are students. You have to look at all of those catalytic factors that 
influence the experience of the individual students. In some 
cases, it’s housing. In other cases it’s the people they meet, in 
other cases it's the fraternities or sororities. For other people 
il’s I hr* kinds of student organizations 
they gel involved in, for others 
il's integrating DC into their life 
experience, for others its getting the 
right kind of internship and making the 
networks and the connections, and for 
others il's having those special people 
in llie classroom that are just magnets 
in terms of arousing intellectual 
curiosity, and for others its having 
the basketball team he in the NCA 
Tournanienl, and the list goes on. 

Belter is how those particular 
experiences at GW play out for 
individual people. Depending on what 
one's preferences are and priorities are 
is what is going to determine better. 

To have a better faculty, we have 1500 
lull -time fa cully and let’s say we get 100 
new people and you don’t have any of 
them in your classroom it’s not going to 
he an> better for you. Will the University be better? Yes. 

I think that all you cart do from the administrative 
point of view is, number one, you've got to try and make the 
services here better, 1 think we have a far way to go to make the 
mhiimisirntive services here more user friendly. 

Part of that, it sounds contradictory, involves better 
systems, so that wo have more capacity to conduct business 
online 124 7. Part of it is to become much more service oriented 
so that people have more lime to do what they want to do here, 
and less time is sptMil on the frustration of trying to manage 
v out' business affairs. That means, for example, developing a 
degree course audit system, where by a student can, on their 
own without hav tug to talk to an advisor, figure out where they 
arc in a degree program, what it is they need to take, when it 
is those courses they need are likely to lie offered over the next 
two or three years, what would happen theoretically if t decide 
to change majors. If you had the capacity to do aU of that online. 




that eliminates a lot of the frustration with academic advising. 

With the technology that can do that I don’t think that we 
shouldn’t be able to [accomplish] that in a relatively short period 
of time. That would be a high priority and would make [this] 
place better for a lot of people. 

1 think that we need to have more student space, 1 think 
we are short on having enough programming space* enough 
student organization space, enough socializing space for students 
to enjoy the leisure hours that they have. Gelman Library 

probably needs to be bigger too, at some point. 
The library is getting crowded. 1 think that all of 
these things combined, it doesn't happen oxer 
night, and even if you had all of these things in 
place it would take ten years for the public to 
say, "Hey, GW is a better place." 

CT: What is your advice for the graduating seniors? 
RC: It’s interesting* The world is changing at a very 
dramatic pace, as much as we think we know, with 
the expansion of knowledge and the expansion 
of technology, we find every year that we know a 
lesser percentage of what there is to know* 

Graduating seniors going into the world 
away from iv y tend to be a little bit idealistic and 
a little bit. maybe, too self confident about what 
it is to be successful in the world. On one hand* 
it’s quite the achievement to get a degree and 
to get a good education, but one has to come to 
the realization that there is still a lot more to be 
learned, and a lot more to know. 

I look at the senior class and how they use technology, 
and then l look at the freshman and how they use technology — 
you would think there was two generations difference. Freshman, 
they carry three, four devices now. They are really into Facebook 
and My Space, not that seniors aren't, but its just not to the 
same degree. So, to assume that three years difference, *oi imrs 
to freshman, things are going to be the same isn’t applicable. 

You go into the world and people have to realize that von 
have to keep current, you have to keep being antiripaiorv of the 
external changes that are taking place in the world, and it will he 
more global. These are not national issuo they an* global. 

1 think that it is important to motivate yourself to learn 
and not to think that, "hey, ok, I've graduated from school ami 
now it's over, and I’ve learned what 1 needed to learn to be 
successful.” That’s not true* It should teach you how to ronimue 
to learn throughout your life.

Stephen Joel Irachlenberg: Pm happy to have a free drink 
almost am place*. I guess The Palm, I go to The Palm a lot. I go 
to Primi Piail i. I drink al Kinkead’s, I drink at the Ritz over on 
22rul Street. Probably the only [dares 1 go to drink. 

CT: What do you drink there? 

S .JT: Well, usually scotch and soda. Many years ago ♦ when I was 
a lit lie* younger and a link' better looking. I was a model in a 
Dewar's scotch whiskey advertisement, and so I drank a lot of 
scotch in those days because instead of giving- me cash, I foolishly

My second thought is. Ms there a fire in it residence hall? Is a 
student hurt? W hat crisis do 1 have lo deal with?" Pve been 
doing this as a president, well, if you count in my time as vice 
president to the dean at Boston \ nrversity; Pve been doing this 
for 28 years. That's a lot of time to be worrying about the welfare 
and well-being of other people, and so, if you’re no longer t he 
president when the phone rings at two o'clock in the morning, it 
narrows the list of problems thai you might be confronting. 

CT: Do you plan on having any involvement with DC because 
you've done work with the Tax Revision Commission and the 
Committee to Pr on vote Washington? 

SJ P: I may. [ bought a house in Washington; that was n 
conscious choice. I wanted to stay in the city; not move out to 
the suburbs where you ran get a lot more house for a lot less 
money; but I wanted to be a resident of the District, IPs about 
a mile from campus, so technically I could walk, which my wi fr- 
aud my doctor both think is a good idea. The mayor arid I have 
had a little bit of a conversation about fhe contributions I could 
make by chairing the Commission or doing something else. 

Pm ar an interesting point in my life, because 1 am strangely 
enough almost beyond ambition. Most of your life you spend 
lime trying to figure out what you're going to be when you grow 
up and Pm not sure Pm absolutely there yet. I’m closer to being 
grown up than I used to be and, so, in some ways. I can be 
more relaxed about what Pm going to do next. In other ways,

G I : I he DC Zoning Commission just recently passed the 20-year 
Campus Plan. What are your feelings about that and do you fear 
further backlash from l he comm unity? 

Ml: Pm hopeful if II fee settled, and tin* community will settle 
down, anti well all live happily ever after. We made some real 
concussions. We gave away some real privileges and rights that we 
were enl tiled lo iri order to make this deal work, and it's not as if 
it was a one-way street where they rolled over; on the contrary, 

I hey made us surrender a variety of things in order to close the 
circle. Assuming that everything goes as it's been predicted, we 
should have 20 years of prosperity anti good w ill because we've 
settled many of the controversies. 

Cl: What would you say is your one regrel from your term as 
president ? 

SJT: Well. I had hoped to get more done with the curriculum, I 
think we've gut terrific faculty, terrific students, and increasingly 
terrific facilities. I think we need to he more change-oriented 




when we look at the curriculum. The whole world is changing very 
drama! icallv. We re at (lie beginning of the 21st century, driving 
an institution that si ill lias medieval aspects to it, There's a great 
temptation in universities to pul a curriculum together and then 
leave it alone for 30 or 40

You have to 
become more efficient , and 
you have to recognize the 
introduction of technology, 
lake ol her parallel industries;

Journalism: die new spaper 
world is in a constant uproar 
these days: print journalism is 
under tremendous pressures. 

Young people get n lot of 
nows now online and through 

television. Sitting down and reading through 77ie Washington Post 
and 7/re New York 7 Vmes eov er-to-cover is [an] increasingly historic 
rather than a future-oriented act. There's always going to he a place 
for newspapers and columnists, but anybody who knows what's 
going on in the newspaper world knows ii s a hit narrow. 

Medicine: the nature of the medical practice in this country has 
changed radically in die last 20 years- some of it's the result of 
technology, some of ifs the result of new medicine, and some of 
ifs the result of pricing structures. The role ot die hospital and 
the role of primary care physicians have been transformed. 

We see this in every aspect of our Ides! Publications: hook 
publishing has changed. Higher education caul ignore that, but 
we have successfully largely ignored it. and I tear that it vv ill fall 
Iti the ue\l administration to have to pick up ifutt aspect of the 
institution. I'm sorry I didn't get more done there. 



CT: Where do you see GW in ten years? In 20 years? 

SJT: Well, we need to do some further articulation of the Mount 
Vernon campus. We need to explore the long-term potential of die 
Loudoun County campus as a research campus. We will become 
a research-oriented university [but] 1 hope we 
won't abandon teaching. We need to build up 
the 20-year Campus Plan, w hich means taking 
some of the smaller buildings here in the 
area and taking them down and re-using the 
foot prim to put up new facilities. We need to 
keep driving towards integration with the cilv ; 
the city needs to support us. and we need to 
support t la* citw 

The world is going to change. The population 
attending universities is going to become 
more Hispanic and more \frican- \mencan. 

Yin erica's demography is changing, ami 
there's no guesswork about tins. Everybody 
who is going to come in GW as a freshman 
18 or 19 years from now has been horn, so 
it is possible to look at the census data and 
know what \menea is going to look like 19

( I : What do you think GW students' most common 
misconception about you is? 

I think 
college presidents get stereotyped. Part of the problem

than (U her places. I'm a fairly unusual 
university president and a little 
idiosyncratic, a litilc unscheduled* 

I was talking In a former student of mine 
the other day who's a reporter for / be 
Boston G7obe, and during the course 
of the conversation. I said, "Charlie, 
how old are you now?" lie said, "So." 1 
suddenly fell very old. You can imagine, 
right? I said, "35?” and In* said, "Yeah." 
and I said, "What do you remember 
about me?" He said, "1 remember you 
in cowboy hoots and blue jeans, sitting 
on ihe floor in my room/' This was, of 
course, when l was an associate dean at 
RU P and it would have been about 
So, I said to him, "I got news for you; I’m 
wearing blue jeans and cow boy boots!" 
Nothing's changed. My racquet ball has 
got! en better though, 
f think thnl most students think about university presidents, 
if they ihink about them at all, as very straight-ahead kinds of 
guvs— a little stern, a variation on high school headmasters. Then, 
there is a slightly "Mister Chips" quality about it all tweed jackets 
with leather elbow patches, largely committed to fundraising. 
Students don't understand the nature of nol-for profit 
institutions. They don't understand that GW has no 
stockholders and that we don’t pay I lie trustees. If anything, 
the trustees are expected to contribute to the University, They 
know dial we are a corporation, but they don’t know what 
that means. Now, interestingly enough, it's not just students, 
hut it's also faculty who, during tin* course of their educations, 
have infrequently paused In think about how the place runs. 
How do we get tin* lights turned on and the buildings built? 
How we gel the freshman class to show up every year? They 
go away during the summer to do research or whatever it 
is faculty members choose to do, and they come hack in 
September. Labor Day strikes, and they go into their class, 
and, by god! There's 40 people sitting there waiting to bear 
from them! Where did those* 40 people come from? How 
did i hey end up here rather than at Boston University or 
Syracuse? 

J don't think people understand what an enormous enterprise 
it is to keep the university chugging along and to keep making 
things happen. So, I'm not all that engaging and interesting, 
Jbut] as you can tell, I've had a wonderful time. I love this 
job! I'm just hoping the new Steve Trachtenberg and the new 
generation will have as much fun, but 30 years as a university 
president seems about right. 



CT: You obviously have a vast knowledge of the history of 
higher education. Is there anyone or any university president 
you modeled yourself after when you started at |the University 
of] Hartford? Did you change things when you came here? 
SJT: (Fve modeled myself on] combinations of people. All of 
us have friends and we see things about them we like. Even 
[with] our dearest friends, there are things about them wo 
don't like. So, you say, “I like those characteristics, and I’m 
going to make them my own, [Fm] not so crazy about those 




characteristics, so maybe I'll leave those on the table/ I 
think all of us are the composite of the people we meet 
and the t hi nets we read and all the input that you get. 

I’ve worked for three people who ve had an effect on 
my worldview about how you ought to he a university 
president . To some extent, if you add my father in, and 
my mom, I guess, I’ve had these three people who have 
affected my respect of what ii means to be an honorable 
man, for example, and how you serve as a leader. 

Those three people are a fellow named John Brademas, 
who 1 worked for while he was in the Congress and [who] 
went on in become president of New York University. 

The second (person] was Hero Id Howe, who was a 
particularly great man and was the U.S, Commissioner 
of lulu cat inn. I was his assistant during Lyndon Johnson’s 
administration when some very consequential things were 
going on in this country. He was Commissioner during the 
famous Martin Luther King march on Washington. VVe were 
cot omitted to desegregating American schools and making 
it possible for black and white kids to go to school together. 
These were very, very important issues that impacted the 
nature of the republic. 

The third [person] was John Silver, who was the president 
of Boston University when 1 was 
dean and vice president there. 

All of these people had strengths 
and weaknesses, and 1 hope I 
adapted their strengths and left 
their weaknesses behind. Lve 
trained about 13 people who 
went on to become presidents of 
universities* and I don’t expect 
t hern to he me. I expect them to 
he them, hut, inevitably, if you 
work with me for a number of 
years, you’re going to spot some 

tilings that you think I do right, and you're going to use them.

(IT: Is there anything else that the readers of The Chvrry 
7’ree need to know? 

SJT: M\ predecessor, Lloyd LI lion, a very distinguished man, 
retired when he was 70. That was 20 years ago. He’s alive 
and well. I saw him the other night at a reception. So. with 
any luck at all. I’ll be around in 20 years. 

You guvs will come hark, introduce me to y our spouses, 
introduce me to your children, and you 11 go see your brick. 
You'll say, “The new generation isn’t uhat we were," You’ll 
complain, "They’re not as smart. They're not as hardworking, 
Thov take this place for granted. I remember when we didn't 
have these buildings, now we have these buildings/ 1 hope to 
stick around. I'm going to take a course in how to he an old 
kook. I want to he sure to do this right, 

I i liink universities are special places. We need to preserve 
them; we need to continue to love them a lot. They 're very 
important in maintaining our republic. \\ hen l go abroad, and 
I meet Germans or Scandinavians, they are always astonished 
at \mericnn philanthropy, particularly the philanthropy at 
the universities. The it' attitude is their universities ought 
to he supported bv the state, and they ought to be free to 
every bod). That [idea] has some charm, 1 must say. Then 



[the Europeans] sav. “If... I go in to buy a Mercedes Benz, they 
give me the car, I give them the money, and 1 drive away. Fhey 
don’t solicit me for contributions later. People come to GW they 
pay the tuition, they get the education, and then, they 're out of 
school for ten years, and they start writing checks [and] giving 
money to the University*. Whats that all about?" 

Trying to explain the nature of people’s relationships to their 
universities in the United States is very complicated, h 's almost 
like love^a love affair— and it frequently lias 
to do wit It people’s relationships with their 
undergraduate programs. Something happens 
when you come to a college* and you're 17 or IS 
years old. and y ou meet other people, and these 
people turn out to be your friends for the rest of 
y our life, 

Lve got classmates of mine from college who live 
in other parts of the country who I don't see on 
a regular basis, but I call them up every couple 
of weeks, and we spend a hit of time catching 
up, \b son just got engaged, so 1 had to call my 
old college roommate to tell him about it. 

How do we explain that? ... \ lot of friendships gel made in 
college, and. of course, friendship is a direct relationship w 
time invested in somebody vise's company. You never have 
more time to invest in your friends than you do when you’re 
in college. So, you hang out together, you go for pizza, you go 
to a movie, you go on a date, and you learn intimate things 
about their lives. Those intimate things stay in your head 30 
years later when you run into them and you say. “Whatever 
happened to that girl you were dating, the one who used to 
smoke cigars?" 

Strange things, right ? So, all of that baggage [becomes] a part 
of who you are, and it supports friendships for y ears and \eap* 
and y ears. I have friends who 1 don't see for two or three vear* 
in a row, Now , I fly out to Denver, and 1 get off the plane, and 
they meet me at the airport. We go out and have a drink and 
have dinner and, about 20 minutes later, we’re y akking awa\ 
like we've been in constant contact every day. 

The reason (for this] is [that] there’s a body of knowledge we 
have about these people and they have about us that allows 
for instant intimacy that takes a long time to build un you get 
older. Your walls become less permeable. People start having 
secrets that they didn’t have when they were Younger. So. rlu- 
friendships made [by students] now are going to ln^-i in w ox 
that are different from the ones [they will] make later.

This September, GW students participated in one 
of the biggest campaigns to reach Washington: Bringing 
hack tiie old Face hook, 

Tiie Faeebook.com website shook up users all over 
the world on Tuesday, September 5, when il introduced 
the ‘"News heed" and "Mini Feed" displaying all user's 
most recent actions on the website. 

Students no longer had to search through their 
friends' “Recent h Updated" profiles or browse through 
albums to set 1 new pictures: all of that information was 
displayed on l lie welcome page. Not only did the “News 
Feed" tell you that a friend had updated her profile, but, 
more specifically, that she had added Britney Spears 
to her favorite music and was now the new hostess at 
Bert ucci's, making the networking site even more prone 
to "si al king." 

“ The new Fucchonk is so invasive," said sophomore 
(iia Gulotta, “I am very cautious when adding new material 
on my profile. 1 feel like il is recording my every move." 



The new features launched a huge privacy complaint 
and caused uproar from its members, GW students 
criticized the site for revealing too much information and 
entered the fight to reinstate the old Face bonk In creating 
and joining protest groups, signing petitions, and writing 
to Faeebook administrators. The 'Tacebook.com Users 
Against the ‘News Feed' and ‘Mini Feed"’ had over 100,000 
signatures within a week of the changes. 

Not only were students whining in J Street about 
the changes, the chaos became national news, appearing 
most notably in The Washington Post and national news 
broadcasts. The media frenzy forced Mark Zuckerberg. 
creator of Faeebook. to apologize for the mmsfornuition, 

“We really messed this one up A he wrote. “So we 
have been coding nonstop for two days to get you bolter 
privacy controls,"

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Choosing u > at (end college in Washington* DC, undouhiedly indicates something 
nboui the political interests and aspirations of the C i V\ student population* Whether in 
class or at home* it is not uncommon for a Colonial to spark a political debate. 

In December* six GW students were arrested in front of the W hile House for 
protesting on World AIDS Day. Ml hough this form of civil disobedience was extreme* 
it illustrates the socially -nw are and politically-motivated minds at work in the GW 
community. 

Earlier, when three anti-abortion organizations came to foggy Bottom this fall, 
several hundred students counter protested in front of Kogan Plaza* T in 1 anti-abortion 
activists, on a nationwide totir of universities* displayed images of aborted fetuses and 
read scripture verses from the Bible* GW students reacted by making posters, playing 
music* and chanting replies to the group's efforts* 

According to sophomore Dylan Brogan, the semantics of the protest were a bit 
juvenile on both sides* but it was an opportunity to show the university, the District of 
Columbia, and* tn a small way, the nation, that GW students actively expressed their 
opinions on campus* 

"The pro-life/pro-choice rally was important to me because it was a clear moment 
where my voice could he heard," said Brogan. 

The protest reached every student and passerby on campus that day* evoking 
political, moral* and personal sentiments. Undergraduates on every corner of Foggy 
Bottom discussed the events of the debate turning it into a memorable occurrence and a 
testimony to (heir decision to study at a university in the city of presidents* 

l 'ndergraduat.es* political positions ran the gamut from the conservative, 
normally associated with red and the Republican Party* to the left-leaning "blue" mindset 
of Democrats, Thing in the Nation's Capital and only a few blocks from the White House 
certainly helped to spark political debate between these diametrically opposed groups* 
like the impromptu abortion rally* activism was important on and off campus. 
Whether participating in an AIDS walk with an organization, interning for a congressman or 
■senator* toting in this year’s midterm elections* or doing community service in 
! swan me neigliborhoods of the city, students were actively engaged in political 
participation.

The campus architecture mixed white 
stone, brick, glass, and metal, fusing both old and 
modern elements* Grass) areas such I'niversiiy 
Yard and classic elements like the clock tower 
and fountain in Kogan Plaza added a natural and 
charming facet to a city campus. \ll of these 
features united GW's physical look and made 
campus a comfortable “second home* to students. 
The exceptional part about the architecture 
and look of campus was that ii was continual!) 
transforming. From the time that President 
Stephen Joel Trachtenberg arrived at the university 
in 1988, he built up both campuses in size and 
presence in the city. Improv ing on this effort, new 
plans for the university continued to grow ihi- year 
with a newly proposed 20-year campus plan that 
was supported by the slogan “Grow I p, Not Out," 
Campaign GW, a Student Vssoaatinn 
initiative, informed undergraduates about the new 
plan and how it would affect students* 

“We have a unique sense of community 
at GW even in one of the busiest cities in the 
country/' said Nick D'Addario, SA Vice President 
of Undergraduate Student Policy. “Blit we re hopinu 
that with Campaign GW our community will grow 
and people living on and visiting campus will feel 
the combined modern and historic presence of the 
university even more." 

In the 18 years of Trachtenberg s tenure, 
there was no doubt that the landscape of GW 
had evolved enormously. At the center of the 
nation s capital, the university's presence continued 
to expand: yet. it was t lie campus Mating and 
the excitement it evoked that would always be 
remembered by those who passed through ii- 
classrooms, residence halls* and streets.

"Getting up at G a.m, a few times a 
week for morning practice, in addition to 3 
p.m. practice every day adds to the intensity 
of working towards our team goals," said 
sophomore Audrey Noonan, "W hen we get 
together every day to train as a team, we 
build a sense of trust and companionship

Through dedication, teamwork, and 
perseverance, this years cross country team 
was able to surpass the accomplishments of 
last year's group, both in individual and team 
categories. 

The 2006-2007 squads closed the gap 
on their conference rivals by over 100 points 
on the men s side.

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A common thread among Division ] athletics is the 
importance of teamwork.

This meanl that, 
because of the inclusion of diving scores, GW was always starting lls 
competitions just a little behind. 

This, of course, made what I lie learns were able to 
accomplish this season very impressive. A seventh-place II rush at the 
Atlantic 10 Championships for tlx 1 men and a ninth-place finish for 
iht* women was the mark left on the GW swimming landscape by (lie 
2007 squad. 

“Its all about Ore [Atlantic-10 Tournament j said head 
coach. Dan Rhtnehart, “We always look forward to it, and our focus 
is always set on peaking right around the time of the tournament." 

Rhinehart.’s top priorities this year wore conditioning, 
technique, and forus-the rewards of which wore evident early on in 
the season with a strong showing at the Patriot Invitational, hosted 
by George Mason University. The men finished sixth at the event, 
and the women placed ninth. 

“Out of our 150 swims at that meet, only about 10 wen* 
slow, said Rhineharl, “And that's very good, considering the Patriot 
Invitational is what we think of as a dress rehearsal for the A-lOs.” 

Dan Mahoney, a senior co-captain, was key in several relays 
at the Atlantic 10 Championships, capping an illustrious four-year 
career with the Colonials. 

“We've set a good base here for commitment and focus," 
said Mahoney of the program’s future. “I feel like we really laid out 
the building blocks for champions this year. The kids are focused 
on winning." 

The men's team will return 14 swimmers next year, 
including sophomore standout, David Zerik, who broke fie* school 
400-yard medley record m the AMO Championships, For the women, 
12 swimmers return, laying the foundation for a strong 2008 to 
follow a solid 2007 season.

The \tlmuic lOToiirmmmni had ended in a wav nobody in I he world 
nf women's college basketball, least of all nl GW, had expected: the nationally 
recognized and highly praised Colonials had lost, 57-55, in ihe underachieving 
and outmatched Si. Josephs Hawks, Disappointment spread like art epidemic 
throughout the looker mom in Cincinnati, Ohio, where the Imirnamenl was 
held, and ii could he felt all (he way hac k at GW’s campus. 

"It's disappointing," Coach Joe Mrkeown said al the t i i no to GW 
Ubieties Communication. ’* Hut I'd he really disnpjioinied more* than anything if 
ii has kept us out of the \C \A Tournament." 

Fortunately for Coach McKeovvn and the Colonials, it had not. In spite 
of circumstance, the NCAA Tournament Selection Committee offered GW an 
"at-large bid.” commonly extended to highly -ranked team who lias losl their 
chance For ike automatic when a run at a tournament championship has failed. 
The Colonials were gi\en a second chance arid made good on it. 

W ith a business-like 76457 opening round win over ihe underdog Boise 
State Broncos, the Colonials geared up for their chance on the national stage: a 
match-up with the favored, large-conference opponents, Texas A&M, 

The Aggies of Texas A&M kept it dose, forcing a tie at 29 with 
thirteen minutes left in the game, but it would he tin* senior, Kenan Cole, who 
would eventually pin the game out of reach, hitting a late shot that jail the 
Colonials up for good. 

Although the season technically ended with a loss, 70-56 at the hands 
of national power and top seed. North Carolina, Kenan Cob 1 can remember 
her senior year as a hugely successful one. 

For the Colonials, 2007 was w hat is known as a “banner year:'' a 
y ear in which the team earned one of t he storied banners that will hang 
in the rafters of the Smith Center, reminding all who visit of that team's 
accomplishments. This year, the banner read "Sweet 16.”

At her happiest when working with 
her hands, Beckhardt wanted to pursue a 
career in art after graduation and hoped to 
he doing something that, exercised her full 
weight of her creativity. 
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Originally from New York City, Sarah 
Edelsburg graduated with a double major in Judaic 
Studies and Art History this year. Her artwork 
focused on the use of watercolors, acrylics, pencils, 
and collage. 

Art has been a passion of Sarah's since she 
was old enough to hold a pencil, and she has used 
painting and drawing as a vehicle of expression and

Edelsburg loved to use vvatercolor because of its 
fluidity, color quality, and the way the colors 
tend to blend and bleed into each other.

Creating art was challenging for Edelsburg because she 
constantly tried to decide whether she was simph working on a hobbv 
or if she wanted to follow her passion towards a more serious direction 
in life. She planned to pursue art after college in order to have a career 
w here she could spend (lie rest of her life doing something she enjoys. 
Recently, she has developed an interest in teaching art to children of 
all ages by using art as a community tool. 








Jeremiah Burke from Goldsboro, North Carolina 
graduated ibis year with a major in fine arts and a 
concentration in photography. Most of his undergraduate 
body of work focused photography and design. 

"Originally, l had my sights focused elsewhere 
in sculpture— but after my contemporaries told me my 
work was overwhelming and extremely powerful, 1 
decided to stay in the field/ he said. 

Although Burke first became interested in art 
as a child who was fascinated by the color schemes of 
melted Crayola crayons, today he js most inspired by the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ and referred to it as "the 
most beautiful piece of art on (lie canvas of this world/' 
As an artist, Burke is challenged by conveying 
the "ever-present dualities'* in his work, as well as 
finding inspiration in other artists’ work si nee he lei I 
that what he likes to do is much more profound and 
gripping than what any other artist might do, 

Burke planned to pursue his work after college 
by creating contemporary art that he deemed to he 
"more traditional;" He felt it would be impossible for 
him not to continue doing so since he feels that "art is 
in [ his} bones/' 
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Fan'll Cook, a senior majoring in Fine Arts and Journalism from 
Geneva, Switzerland* wor ked primarily in photograph} and drawing during 
her years at GW. 

Cook chose drawing as one of her main creative outlets as it is an 
essential component of architecture— the career she wanted to pursue upon 
completion of her bachelor’s degree. What she appreciated most about

Cook planned to pursue graduate studies in 
architecture beginning in ihe Fall 2007 in oil her San 
Diego or' New York, She described architecture as her 
“passion" and described it as a “grounded" form of an, 
in that ii also covered functional living needs. 






When Laura Hostetler's first grade art teacher* Miss Basliman, 
introduced her to art and the limitless world in which the discipline 
exists, l he graduating senior from EHicott Cit\, Maryland was in love. 

\t GW, Hostetler majored in Fine Art with a concentration in 
Photography. She chose to shoot most of her images digitally because she 
loved “capturing the emotions overflowing in people at the exact instant 
they are being expressed." Hostetler was inspired by people and their 
stories and, thus, loved shooting weddings. She believed that "It [was] a 
wonderful challenge to create images that capture the wide range of intense 
emotions consuming everyone throughout the entire day/* 

What Hostel ler has found most trying about photography is how 
difficult il is to document an event w ithout interfering or unduly influencing 
the image. She finds that there exists a dichotomy between wanting to 
control every aspect of the shoot and “trying to gain enough control of the 
subject to make them feel comfortable in front of [the] lens." 

In her experience thus far, she has found "capturing the unique 
miracles found in each new family" in be a rewarding experience. 
















Calder B run nock, a Fine Arts major from Columbia* 
South Carolina, graduated from GW this year. During 
his tenure as an undergrad, he primarily worked with 
sculpture and performance art* 

In college, Bran nock dirl not want to limit himself to 
any one medium but instead chose the material 
that translated his idea most honestly and direct l\ 
to the viewer. He usually combined sculptures with 
performances or with photographs or video to create 
what he called “a visual conversation,” 



As an artist, Brannock sought to challenge the viewer to 
reexamine the non-arlistic aspects of his/her surroundings. To this end* he 
maintained a focus on the corporate world, “especially its accessories like 
business suits, inspirational posters, and office furniture [as these elements can] 
create a sort of universal office vernacular.” 

One of Brannock’s more ambit ious projects was a series of photographs 
1 hat documented the destruction of art-related library books due to patrons 
tearing the more titillating images out for masturbator) purposes. 

“I photographed the resulting tear lines and adjacent pages as abstract 
landscapes which juxtapose peaceful, beautiful fields of color with 
their source as a destructive and perverse action/’ he intimated to The 
Cherry Tree. 

Brannock's biggest challenge was to focus bis interest and try a 
more “succinct body of work*” Al this stage 1 of bis artistic development*

The Cherry Tree. Volume 99, was produced by the yearbook staff at The George Washington University 
in Washington DC. It was printed by Taylor Publishing in Dallas, TX. The account was serviced by 
regional senior representative Julia Jordan and account executive Tami McConnell. 
Professional portraits for the senior section were provided by Thornton Studio in New York. NY. 
Volume 99 was 429 pages and the total press run was 2.100. 

The entire class of 2007 received a yearbook courtesy of the University with a grant from the Alumni 

Association. 

The 420 pages of content were printed on 100 Lb. high gloss enamel paper stock. There were nine 
sheets of UV Ultra II Translucent Vellum that featured black silk screen of artwork hand drawn by senior 
design editor Meredith Doby. The two end sheets of this book are printed on royal fiber gray stock and 
feature silver #915 thermoscreen and black silk screen. 

The editor-in-chief, senior design editor, and professional designer Stephen Williams created artwork 
on the cover which is blind embossed on black matte cover stock with a cordova grain. There is a silver 
#915 spot rub over the artwork. The book board used is Peachflex. 

The majority of the photography in this book is a product of the hard work of chief photographer, 
Aaron Miller and senior photography editor. Davis Darsch. Attribution is also due to the following 
photographers who donated their valuable time and skills: Justin Evans, Chris Brinlee Jr., AdamPrins, 
Christina Katapodis, Timothy Gowa. John Birk, and Elizabeth Cantwell. 

Photography was edited using Adobe Photoshop CS2, PhotoMechanic, and Adobe Bridge. 

Volume 99 is the first Cherry Tree to feature photography taken solely with the use of digital cameras. 
Photography equipment included four Nikon D70’s and one Nikon D100, various lenses, flashes, and 
digital memory cards. 

The majority of the design and creative vision in this book is a product of the relentlessness of 
Meredith Doby. senior design editor. Doby created the pages of this book using Adobe InDesign CS. 
Artwork was made in both Adobe Photoshop CS and Adobe Illustrator CS.

The dominant colors in Volume 99 represented the many colors visible on and around campus, 
specifically found on architecture: steel gray, glass blue, brick red, tan stucco, dark blue, and dark 
brown, as welt as blue and gray gradients.
